The romantic appeal of interior design is 
not altogether romantic, as every designer of 
rooms very well knows. Even for the most 
amiable of commissions there is upon com- 
pletion at least one unpleasant aspect, the 
chief—and commonest—one being a lack of 
coordination in design of the interior with the 
exterior. This situation applies as aptly to 
the small house as it does to the large; in- 
deed, the former is the more frequent of- 
fender in this respect. The unfortunate part 
about it, of course, is that disappointment can 
so easily be obviated by a little more cooper- 
ation from the client and a full comprehen- 
sion by the interior designer of the oppor- 
tunities offered for development in design. 
Very seldom nowadays does the interior 
designer and architect have an opportunity to 
bring to completion through mutual con- 
summate skill and taste a collaborative prob- 
lem so satisfying that in every respect the 
finished house is a flawless job which can be 
singled out with pride. Consequently it was 
with enthusiasm—and authority 
knowledge—that Taylor & Low, Ltd., set 
about executing the interior designs for the

wood. Naturally with such construction the 
house is quite fireproof. 

The task undertaken by Taylor & Low, Ltd.. 
would appear bewildering in its complexity 
to the inexpert. The large living room, like 
the house, is octagonal, but the various groups 
of furniture have been coalesced into a uni- 
fied whole by a singleness of effect in form 
and design. It is through such masterly 
strokes as this massing of detail that the en- 
tire house arrives at its decorative perfection. 
And more, it attains a meaning through its

Something new and something of inestima- 
ble value to a public growing more apprecia- 
tive of the importance of proper settings for 
fine works of art is the Interior Designers Pic- 
ture Gallery. This is not a mere picture gal- 
lery, and certainly not a gallery which shows 
just decorative pictures. Their objective is 
the presentation of fine paintings in settings 
which are not only harmonious but which have 
been actually designed for them.

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to give almost a complete analysis of the work 
I do. For the past few years I have tried 
using different titles, and at the present time 
we call ourselves “Interior Designers and 
Complete Home Furnishers.” 

I think it is safe to say that a great ma- 
jority of the men and women operating busi- 
ness under the general title of “Decorators” 
could not be classed as “Interior Designers.” 
Lacking the training and ability to design and 
draw, how could they classify as Interior De- 
signers? Therefore, I am of the opinion that 
this title in general use would be a misnomer. 
“Interior Furnishers” might be better, and 
undoubtedly there are other titles that could 
be coined that would cover our work even 
better than that of “Interior Furnishers.” 

I think it is a splendid idea for us all to 
give some real serious thought to a proper 
designation of our profession.

I can’t see wherein we people furnishing 
houses should be called “Interior Designers” 
because all the designing we do is with trac- 
ing paper and I think after all we are As 
semblers. If the public could understand 
what we really are doing we would have a 
great deal more business because we are 
bringing to them a very long experience in 
both buying and selling house furnishings, 
and if we are any way fair with them we get 
better results, and we save them money.
